trom the appointed day, the Rpgulations mentioned In the Schedule to 
ihis Order ahaJl, until altered, repealed or amended by a competent Legislature 
or other competent authority, have ofTect subject to the adaptations and modifica¬ 
tions directed by the Schedule. 


4. Whenever an expres.sion mentioned in column 1 nf the Table below occurs 
(otherwise than in a title or preamble or in a cifniwn or description of a Recn- 
lation) in any Regulation mentioned in the Schedule to this Order, then, in the 
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application of that BeBTUlation to the Union territory of Aruriachal Pradesh, or, 
as the case may be, to any part thereof, unless the context otherwise requires, 
there shall be substituted therefor the expression set opposite to it in column 2 of 
the said Table, and there shall also be made in any sentence in which that ex¬ 
pression occurs, such consequential amendments as the rules ol {grammar may 
require.

5, The provisions of this Order, which adapt or modify any Regulation so as 
to alter the manner In which, the authority by which, or the Regulation under 
or in accordance with which any powers are exercisable, shall not render invalid 
any notification, order, permission, award, commitment, attachment, rule or regu¬
